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Cheese Legislation ut Last 


Completed.

"Filled CLeese Sohl Here" Bust be 


Conspicuous Wherever It is 


Handled. 


WASHINGTON, Jane 4.—TheBenate had 


oue of the busiest sessions of this con- 
gress today. Late in the day the filled 
cheese bill waa passed aa it came from 
the house by a vote of 37 to 13, thus 
completing the legislation on this sub- 
ject. The measure ia analogous to the 
oleomargarine law. The bill defines 
"filled cheea" to embrace "all substances 
made of milk, of skimmed milk with the 
admixture of butter, animal oils orfats, 
vegetables or any other oils or com- 
pounds foreign to auch mile and made 
in imitation or eemblance of cheese.' 


Manufacturers of filled cheese are 


taied $400 annually; wholesale dealers 
$250; retail dealers $12. In addition to 
these taxes the product itself is tared 1 
cent per pound and imported filled 
cbeeio is taxed S cents per pound in ad- 
dition to the import duty. It IB pro- 
vided that filled cheese shall be packed 
by the manufacturers in wooden pack- 
ages only and branded with the words 
"filled cheese" in black faced letters 
not less than two inches in length. It 
is also provided that all retail and whole- 
Bale dealers in filled cheese shall display 
in a conspicuous place in their salesroom 
a eign bearing the words "Filled cheese 
Bold here" in black faced letters not less 
than sis. inches in length upon a white 
ground.

An 
amendment by Mr, Stewart of Nevada 
for a tax of 10 cents per pound on wool 


Prefect of Police Responsible for

Moscow, June 4.—Eye witnesses of 


the terrible and fatal crush on the 
Khodjnakoje plain last Saturday agree 
that M. Vlasaovsky, prefect of police, ia 
chieily to blame for the disaster. He 
hnfiily refused military offers of troopa 
to control the crowd, declaring that he 
knew his own business and that there 
was no danger of an accident. Popular 
feeling against Vlasaovaky is intense and 
his name has become a curse among the 
populace, who, armed with bottles and 
stones, would have lynched him the 
same day upon his arrival at the plain if 
he had not bad his route lined with 
troons and himeelf strongly escorted. 


It'appears that during the crush a 


number of Cossacks, finding themselves 
surrounded, freely used their whips on 
the crowd in order to force their way 
out. Three were torn from, their gad- 
dies and were killed and thia led to the 
flight of the others. A number of peas- 
ants were drowned in the vats of beer 
provided for the feast, into which they 
plunged in order to secure the liquor.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—By & vote of 


153 to 33 the house decided against the 


^ claim of William Elliott from the South 


Carolina district and gave the Beat to 
George J. Murray. Mr. Murray is a 
colored man, and in the fifty-first con- 
gress waa seated in placa of Mr. Elliott. 
Tile latter had 17.34 majority on the face 
of the returns, bat the committee 
found that the former had carried the 
district by a majority of 434. Mr. Mur- 
ray waa given a round of applause 
when he cainu forward to be sworn in. 
Mr. Elliott ia the ninth Democrat un- 
seated by the present houae. The re- 
mainder of the day was mainly occupied 
in debating tho cane of Martin vs. Lock- 
hart from the seventh North Carolina 
district. The contestant is a Populist, 
and Mr. Kern, Poulist of Nebraska,who 
has been waging a guerilla war in the 
honee with a view of getting up a bill in 
which he ia interested, was evidently 
emDarraeaed by this case, as he was 
forced into tbe position of objecting to 
the filing of the views of the majority.

BLACKBURN' THE CHOICE |

HONOLULU, June 4.—Great Britain has 


made a demand on the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment on behalf of Volney V. Ash- 
ford, expelled forcomplicityin the rebel- 
lion fifteen months ago. The demand 
in plain language says that Ashford, 
who has repeatedly asked permission to 
land, mnst be allowed to do so. His de- 
mands beinc refused, he appealed to the 
British government. 
President Dole 


baa replied to the demand, refusing to 
allow Ashford to come here. In close 
official circles it ia believed a British 
man-of-war will coma here and Aahford 
will be landed without respect to the 
withes of the Hawaiian government. 
Dole will be firm in the matter, and will 
probably appeal to the United States 
for aid. 


The funeral of Kate Field, who died 


on the 19th, was held on tbe 20th. The 
body waa embalmed and placed in a 
temporary vault, pending instructions 
to Consul General Mills from Chicago. 


It ie understood that Miss Field said 


that if she died in Honolulu she wished 
her remains to be buried beside those of 
John Brown at North Elba, N. Y. 


The funeral waa attended by President 


Dole, members of the cabinet and many 
leading citizens. 


She fell sick on the island of Hawaii 


and started for Honolulu by steamer, 
dying half an boar after the steamer ar- 
rived, of pneumonia.

The resolutions not 
only instruct the Kentucky delegation 
for Senator Blackburn for President, bat 
alao for the unit rule, BO the two dele- 
gates from the Louisville district will 
have no voice whatever at Chicago. 
The free silver men have the four dele- 
gates at large, and all the other dele- 
gates except the two from the fifth dis- 
trict. The more 
radical delegates 


wanted the credentials committee to 
seat enongh delegates in the Fifth dis- 
trict to change the selections made yes- 
terday, but with the unit rule as adopt- 
ed today, this waa unnecessary. The 
delegation stands 24 to 2, and under its 
instructions for Blackburn and the unit 
rule, it is the same as solid. 


When somegold men protested against 


the ironclad instructions, they were 
cited to the case in New York, when 
thirty delegates from tbat state were 
against Cleveland at bis first nomina- 
tion in 1384, and under the unit rule the 
whole vote was cast for Cleveland, and 
again, at the laat Democratic national 
convention it was cast as a unit for 
Hill. Blackburn and Hardin were free 
silver running mates in the last cam- 
paign. Rbea and Ellis, the other two 
delegate! at large, have been the lead- 
ing stump speakers in the free silver 
canvass, which closed last Saturday. 
They are exceptionally brilliant orators. 
Nelson, Roth well, Hailam and Carroll, 
the alternates, were aleo prominent for 
free silver in the canvass, as were Tar- 
vin and Smith, the candidates for elec- 
tors. FrooiespreesioDB among the Ken- 
tucky delegation, it is learned their sec- 
ond choice for President is Bland of 
Missouri. 


VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS. 


Delegates Instructed to Vote for 


FJ -ie Coinage. 


STAU.NTOX, V.i., Jane 4.—Chairman 


Ellison called the Democratic state con- 
vention to order tbis afternoon. 


When tho committee on credentials 


reported Senator Daniel read the major- 
ity report of tho resolutions committee. 
It deprecates the "growing influence of 
trusts;" declares for a tariff tax for 
revenue, limited to the necessity of an 
economically administered government 
and oppof-ea a third term of the Presi- 
dential oilice. Tho financial plank is 
substantially as follows: "Weare fnr 
sound money; sounder than the world 
has ever had or can have. 


"Thia sound money should consist of 


silver and of paper redeemable in silver 
or gold, at the option of tbe holder, the 
units of the whole raaea to be kept at 
parity by coinage rights and equal legal 
tender functions, the only method by 
which tbe parity of the two metala has 
been 
continuoualy and 
successfully 


maintained. 


"We hereby betrnct all of the dele- 


gates from Virginia to the national 
Democratic convention to vote for a 
platform declaring for the free and un- 
limited coinage cf silver and gold at tho 
ratio of 16 tol, and for candidates for 
president and vine president who openly 
advocate that principle." 


The report wad adopted. 
Tho convention at 11.30 adjourned 


Cleveland 
Refused 
Indorsement. 


Tncsox, Ariz., Jane 4.—The Demo- 


cratic territorial convention meets here 
on June 8th. All counties except one 
have elected delegates all unequivocally 
pledged to elect none but free silver 
delegates to the Chicago convention. 
Cleveland was refused iodoraoment in 
every convention. 


An effort was made today to see Col. 


Aahford relative to the advices from 
tlonolnlu.but be declared that he had no 
information to give. Ho referred there- 
porter to his brother, Attorney Clarence 
Aahford, and that gentleman made the 
following statement: 


"V. V. Ashfprd, haying been convict- 


ed by the military court of the offense 
of misprision of treason (failure to re- 
veal his alleged knowledge of treason 
committed by others), the British gov- 
ernment, to. whom he appealed, recom- 
mended to the Hawaiian government 
that the conviction be set aside and the 
sentence founded thereon annulled. 


"I understood that request has. not 


been finally answered by the Hawaiian 
government, though negotiations have 
• been proceeding between the two gov- 
ernments upon the 
topic for some 


months. The claim that my brother 
has repeatedly or at aii :asked permis- 
sion to land* in Hawaii ia absolutely 
false. He has never asked permission 
and never will ask and would not accept 
it." 


Attorney Ashford declined to discuss 


the British man-of-war incident, saying 
tbat when his brother was ready to re- 
turn to Honolulu he would do so. 


MISSED THE TARGET. 


A Stockton Police Officer Acci- 


dentally Shot. 


STOCKTON, June 4.—This afternoon 


while at pistol practice at the rifle range 
near Goodwater grove, Police Officer 
Dan Klench, one of the oldest and beat 
officers on the force, was accidentally 
shot by Officer Homage. Klench was 
marking at the target and in sitting be- 
hind the protection at the aide he al- 
lowed his elbow to stick ont iuat far 
enough to be caught by tbe bullet. Al- 
though he was over ten feet from the 
target Officer Homage's bullet went 
that wide. The ball crashed into the 
elbow shattering tbe bones and ranging 
downward into the forearm where it 
broke one of the bones. A part of this 
bone bad to be taken out and the sur- 
geons fear that the elbow is so badly 
broken that the arm will have to be 
amputated.

Becomes a Law Over Cleve- 


land's Veto, 


POWER DISCUSSED 


He ia Charged With Overriding the 


Law—Utter Disregard for His 


Oath of Oilice. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The senate to- 


day passed the river and harbor bill 
over the President's veto by a vote of 56 
o 5. This waa the last step in making 
he bill effective, and it is now a law. 
The vote waa taken after three hoars of 
pirited debate, daring which the Presi- 
dent was criticised and defended, the- 
emarka at times being directly and bit- 
terly personal. The opposition to the 


eto was expressed by senators Vent, 
hennan, Pettigrew, Hawley and But- 
er, while the veto was defended by 
enatora Vilas, Hill and Bate. 
Mr. Sherman said he would vote to 
aus the bill over the veto, because the 
mprovement of the waterways of the 
ountry was one of the most important 
ranches of national development, and 
ne in which othar great nations were 
bowing even greater advance than the 
Jnited States. Moreover, the legiala- 
ve branch was given the exclusive 
ght "to appropriate money." 
"It is time to curb this daily exercise 
'. the veto power," declared Mr. Sher- 
an. "It is a most extreme power and 
dangerous one unless exercised only 
i the moat extreme cases involvingcon- 
itutional questions.

the correspondent of the Aasociated 
Press hero has been compelled to eond 
by mail the following account of the 
lauding, on May 2d, at (Jorinto, of a 
force of about 100 American and British 
marines from tho United States steam- 
ship Alert, and the British cruiser 
Comus, who, acting in the most perfect 
harmony, occupied that port and pro- 
tected, until May 4th, tho property of 
foreigners in the customs house and at 
the railroad station, subduing a roitous 
and drunken mob which threatened to 
canae the most serious disturbances. . 


DurinK the recent revolution in Bic- 


ragua there were remarkable mstancea 
of the lawless manner in which so- 
called ministers of provincial govern- 
ments can act when they have tho op- 
nortuuity. For instance, about March 
ilih, Samuel ilayorga, who was min- 
ister for the treasury in the Banca, or 
revolutionary government, made a de- 
mand on -H. S. Harding, an luigliah 
subject, controller of the branch at 
Leon of the London Bank ol Central 
America, for a loan of $80,000 or about 
S33 000 of Nicaragua bonds of doubtful 
ownership, threatening to withdraw 
protection from the bank if the demand 
was not complied vrith within a given 


*'MBr". Harding ancceeded in ataving the 
matter off until he had letters delivered 
secretly to Commander Franklin Han- 
ford of the United States steamer Alert, 
then the only war ahip at the port ol 
Corinto, and to the United States con- 
anl at Corinto, Hortio Belazio. Com- 
mander Hanford immediately aasnred 
Mr. Harding thai he would resist any 
effort to take by force the property of 
citizens of thbUmled States or of sub- 
jects of foreign governments in friendly 
relations with the United States. Com- 
mander Hanford sent this letter by the 
United States consular adjutant, who 
took prompt action and succeeded m 
saving the money of the English bank 
of Nicaraguan officials, while at tho 
aame time clearly allowing the insu/genta 
that 'the property of foreigners could 
not be interfered with.

But, on April 16th, Minister Mayorga 


issued a decree in the name of the revo- 
lutionary gcvernment, declaring that 
the officers and business of the custom 
house at Corinto were to be at once re- 
moved to Leon, the capital of the revo- 
lutionary government, Bituated_ about 
thirty miles in the interior, adding tbat 
"otving to the laci that tbe troops of 
Honduras (sent to asaist tbe army of 
President Maya) might at any time 
overcome the smalt I9rce of Baca s 
troops at Corinto and seize the millions 
of dollars' worth of merchandise in the 
custom house belonging to the citizeua 
of Nicaragua and to foreigners, as they 
bad robbed private dwellings and stores 
in the town of El Viejo, twenty-five 
miles from Corinto," he, Samuel May- 
orga, minister of the treasury, had come 
to Oorinto with railroad trains in order 
to remove the merchandise belonging 
largely to foreigners, from tbe custom 
house of Corinto to Leon. 


The foreigners protested to Oom- 


mander Hanford and to Captain Henry 
H. Dyke of the British cruiser Comus, 
which had arrived at Corinto about 
April 5th. The American and British 
commanders decided that they would 
not allow tbe insurgents to take jjossea- 
sion of the property of foreigners in the 
custom bouse or railroad depot at Co- 
rinto, as tbe latter buildings, being 
within 600 yards of the guns of the two 
warahipa, wore at least as safe as if the 
property waa at Leon. 
This enraged Minister Mayorga so 


mnch that he caused the arrest ol all 
native males in Corinto between the 
ages of 17 and 70 years on the plea that 
a great battle was imminent at Homo- 


After detaining them on the railroad 


cars for a few hours Mayorga released 
all of those who could pay him irom 
$100 to $250, and returned to Leon with 
the other unfortunate inhabitants of 
Corinto without giving any receipts for 
the money collected, but _ declaring he 
would return again to Corinto. This he 
Jid on May 1st, while his party disband- 
ed aud sought safety in flight, with con- 
siderable sums of money extorted from 
the people of Nicaragua. 


The disappointed soldiers who were 


left became reckless alter their leaders 
deserted them, and began drinking and 
rioting. Some nf them succeeded in 
crossing the estuary and made for the 
woods. 
Others commenced robbing 


houses and threatening the lives of ev- 
erybody of the law and order class at 
Corinto. Women were insulted and an 
attack upon tbe custom bouse was 
planned. The native commandants and 
the handful of police at the port ware 
utterly impotent, and about 9 o'clock in 
tbe morning o! May 2d the com- 
mandants, at tbe request of the peace- 
ful residents, sent a committee to Chin- 
andaga, with a letter to Manuel Bonilla, 
vice president of Honduras, who was in 
command of the troops of that republic. 


Senor Bonilla was at El Viejo and 


when he received the request from 
Corinto to send a force to protect that 
port he promised to comply, There 
was considerable delay and the few po- 
licemen sent did not reach Corinto un- 
til 7.30 p.m. which would have been too 
late to save the custom house and its con- 
tents, although Chinadaga ia only about 
twenty-two miles from Corinto. 


While the committee was away, the 


most serious disorders broke out at 
Oorinlo. Tha disbanded eoliliera seemed 
insane with drin!r, vioUto--! women and 
young cirls and lienan gathering about 
the custom house.

States consul agent, renuestiui; the 
American to appeal lor help to the com- 
manders ot tbe British and American 
warships in port, and asking them to 
laud men and take charge of tbe purt 
and protect the persons and properly of 
Nicarat-uans and foreigners and of the 
government of Nicaragua until tat gov- 
ernment oi President Zelaya could aend 
troops.

General Metuta, after a parley 
with tbe young lieutenant m command 
of the British marines, was allowed to 
pass, with some ol his aides, to the 
headquarters of Lieuteuant Hiker, of 
the Alert. There ho stated he came 
with authority of President Eonill- 
President of Honduras, the command,. 
of the Uondurean allies of Nicaragua, 
to occupy Oorinto and to relieve the 
foreign marines from protcctinc the 
property of the government of Aica- 


"lieutenant Baker signalled for Com- 
mander Hanford and Captain Dyke, 
who soon arrived at the custom house. 
For one hour or BO they patiently lis- 
tened to Metnta's bluster, hut when he 
threatened to occupy Oorinto without 
waiting for President Zelaya's orders, 
although tbe latter was only about thirty 
miles away, the American and British 
commanders decided to teach the Uon- 
dnrans a lesson. A few sharp orders 
were given and the American and- Uiit- 
ish marines, fully armed and equipped, 
were drawn up at their different sta- 
tions, the Alert was signalled to steam 
no opposite tbe custom house and the 
Comus cleared for action.

pointed commander at Oorinto.

BOTH KIDDLED WITH BULLET 


One Taken From the Courtrooi 


Where His Trial Was in 


Progress. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., June 1.—At 10.40th 


morning a mob of 600 armed men brok 
into the Webster biiilding during th 
trial of Jesse Slayton, charged with aa 
aaulting 
Mrs. 
Howard Bryan las 


Thursday, and took the priaoner from 
the officers, blayton's trial had already 
begun behind locked doora, and 
heavy armed guard of men was preseu 
to protect the prisoner from any demon 
stration of violence. The mob force* 
the doors, aud with a resistless rush 
awept back the spectators and guards 
aud seized and carried the negro out into 
the street. A rope waa placed around 
Slayton'a neck and he was dragged uj 
Broad'street, the crowd shouting at him 
ae they went along. Near the bel 
tower they swung the uegro up anc 
perforated'him with bullets. 


After thia the mob, as coolly and de- 


liberately as in the first instance, weul 
immediately to the court houae, and 
overpoweringtbe jailer, took WillMUes, 
a negro charged with assaulting Mra. Al- 
bright two years apo, and marched him 
slowly to where Slayton's lifeless body 
was hanging from a tree. The trem- 
blinc negro was made to look upon the 
fate of his brother in crime, then a rope 
was pieced about hia neck and he waa 
slowly suspended in the air and hie 
body riddled with bullets. 


The bodies of tbe negroes were left 


hanging during the afternoon and a 
mass of humanity was packed around 
the scene. The greatest excitement pro- 
vails here, especially among the ne- 
groea, and it is not improbable that fur- 
ther trouble will ensue. 


Sire. Bryan waa assaulted at Glepp's 


factory, four miles from here, early on 
Thursday morning. She is a young wo- 
man, not over 18 years of age. 
Her 


husband had left home for Columbus 
about daybreak. Shortly after he left 
a negro entered Mrs. Bryan's private 
room and succeeded in assaulting her. 
She fought him fiercely; but her weak 
condition rendered her struggled of no 
avail. He left her almost unconscious 
on the floor of her room. Regardless of 


•her condition, Mra. Bryan rushed to 


the door and fired two pistol shota at the 
negro without avail. In a short time

There were no appreciable precipita-

a small excess waa shown.

In anticipation of the grand holida 
nd popular banquet on Kohdinek 
hodinkinsje plain tons of thousands o 


people began trooping towards Petro 
isky Palace, in front of which the plaii 
situated, this morning. In fact them 


aauda reached the grounds last eveninj 
nd camped there or in the immediat 
icinity in order to make anre of obtain 
ing good position a today. 


On the plain long lines of rough tables 
auked by rougher benches, had been 
rected. It was arranged to accommo 
ite 500,000 people. To feed the multi 
tda an army of cooks and waiters wai 
athered together, the army bake housea 
ere taxed to their utmost and f>00,000 
uga, each bearing portraits of the Czar 
nd Czarina, were ordered for preaanta- 
on to the people taking part in the 
anquet. Thousands of head of cattle, 
ain loads of provisions and ahiploada 
liquid refreshments were sent to the 
aiu, and this morning all was in readi- 
B93 for the gigantic feast.

At Least 500 Families Withou 


Food—Some Without Clothing. 
EAST ST. Louts, May 29.—TffO com 


panics of the Illinois state militia froi 
Greenville and Belleville, III., in al 
about 100, patrolled the 'levee district 
East St. Louis, all day. Dead line 
were established aud no one was al 
lowed to pass without a permit. 


"I wired Governor Altgeld yeatorda' 


asking him to take this action," sai< 
Mayor Eader today, "It waa done ii 
order to protect the exposed property, 
for our force waa insufficient to properly 
guard it. In cases of this kind tho 
criminal element come in very quickly 
for the purpose of pillage and they fre- 
quently resort to incendiarism, and al- 
though we have not been troubled yet 
it was done as a measure of precaution 
and to prevent a beginning o! thievery. 
I telegraphed to Chief of Police Harri- 
gan in St. Louia to prevent as much as 
possible the influx of thugs. This he 
has done, and sent a number of de- 
tectives and officers to help me out. He 
haa also stationed men on the other 
aide, and unless a man appears all right 
he is refused permission to croaa. There 
is nothing, however, in the report that 
martial law has been declared." 


Tbe effect of these stringent ineasurei 


waa soon seen today in the greatly de- 
creased number of people in the devas- 
tated district. Over sixty anspects have 
already been arreated, and were aent 
out of town or locked up. Several pick- 
pockets and confidence men have also 
been arrested. In addition to the mili- 
tia and police force, Ohief of Police 
Ganey swore in fifty deputies who were 
placed in different partaot thecity. Tha 
property loss ie hard to estimate. 


Late figures rather tend to reduce the 


estimates of the number killed, and 
the probabUitiea are that it will not run 
much over 150. The bodiea of Mike 
Kilday and Will Farrell were recovered 
from the ruins of the Vandalla general 
offices last night, and this morning an 
unidentified body of a middle-aged man 
was found by workmen while removing 
the debris from the location of the old 
Tremout houae. One more corpse, that 
of George Luckey, was found this noon. 


One feature of the storm and one of 


the after effects of which was somewhat 
feared is the large number of horses 
killed. On every side could be seen the 
mangled bodies of the animals. The po- 
lice department was busy all day re- 
moving the carcasses, and none too soon, 
for the warm weather of tho past two 
days had already utarted dacomposition. 


The railroad yards are gradually be- 


ing cleared of debria, making the mov- 
ing of trains once more possible, but it 
will be weeks before anything like order 
can bo restored. At least 400 freight 
cara were overturned dnd either wholly 
or partially demolished, and as many of 
these were loaded with merchandise the 
work of clearing the tracks will be nec- 
essarily slow. 


A ladies' relief corps has been organ- 


ized, of which Mies Louise Cross of East 
St. Louis iu president and Mrs. Tra 
Sweet of East St. Louis vice-president. 


Committees have been appointed from 


all churchei ot the city, and are actively 
at work soliciting aid and are meeting 
with good, success.

Tickets will be dis- 
tributed to the needy ones for food and 
shelter. Mayor Hader estimates that at 
least 500 families are loft entirely desti- 
tute. .Many have not oven sufficient 
clothing.

k?pt ':>5'tQB sheriff must of neceaslty bo 
resorted it- ft ^frmiming whether cor- 
rect or not, ...«i when the number of 
prisoners is shown in the bill aa now 
made out, the number of meala can be 
readily determined. At least when the 
sheriff charges for eighty breakfasts or 
eighty suppers the conclusion ia that 
there are eighty prisoners furnished 
with thia meal, and then in jail. 


"We think from this that the state- 


ment that the meala were furnished 
prisoners in jail is definite'enough to 
satisfy a claim of law. We think there- 
fore that no objection should be made 
on this ground, but if made, the law re- 
qnirea notice to be given to the claimant 
of these objections. To obviate such 
objections in the fntnre we suggest that 
each bill hereafter presented be accom- 
panied by a statement Riving the name 
of each priaoner and the time of his be- 
ing in jail. 


"Two— Under eection 161L of 
tho 


Penal Codo it is the duty of the sheriff 
to receive all prisoners and provide 
them with all necessary food, clothing, 
bedding, etc. On September 11,1895, 
thia board passed an order that the din- 
ner of prisoners be dispensed with, and 
en October 22d a further order was made 
that the sheriff should be allowed 25 
cents a day for meals on and from No- 
vember 19th. 
"The first of these orders waa in ex- 


cess of the power of the board.

aheriff's duty is to see that the prisoners 
are fed in a proper and humane- way. 


"The board has fixed the price at 25 


centa a day. This being reasonable any 
larger sum cannot be collected by the 
sheriff, no matter how many moals ho 
may have furnished. Twenty-five centa 
a head is undoubtedly a reasonable 
compensation, and flhoold have been ad- 
hered to by the board in all ita sabae- 
nuent acts and lawa. It was adhered to
